Mr.  Skinner — Perusing,  last  Sabbath,  the 
chapter frum  whic^  the  above  petition  is  select¬ 
ed,  and  taking  into  view  the  present  state  ot  the 
town  in  which  I  reside,  1  was  forcibly  struck 
with  the  lack  of  spiritual  iustruclioii  uuucr 
which  we  labour;  and  with  the  opening  which 
Providence  seems  to  have  made  lor  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  soul-cheering  doctrine  of  God’s  im¬ 
partial  grace,  to  a  people,  before  whose  eyes 
the  curtain  of  human  opinion  has  long  been 
held  up;  but  who  would  now  joyfully  embrace 
a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  would  instruct 
them  in  those  doctrines,  which  have  then  foun¬ 
dation  in  the  universal  love  of  that  God,  who 
willctb  not  the  death  of  a  sinner. 

The  re  are  in  this  town  two  respectable  villa¬ 
ges  about  a  mile  distant  from  each  other,  with  a 
good  meeting-house  in  each ;  in  which  the  ti¬ 
dings,  not  of  joy,  but  of  great  grief,  have  long 
been  delivered.  The  Presbyteiian  clergyman 
at  the  south  village  preached  his  farewell  ser¬ 
mon  yesterday ;  and  wnethcr  another  will  lake 
his  place  or  not  I  cannot  say.  There  is  bii* 
one  other  preacher  in  town,  (the  Baptist  minis¬ 
ter  at  the  north  village,)  and  his  usefulness  is 
considered  doubtful,  is  not  entirely  at  an  end. 
In  const  quence  of  the  persecutions  of  a  set  of 
political  renegadoes  and  his  pusillanimity  and 
weakness  in  sacrificing  his  own  independence 
and  succuming  to  their  dictation,  be  has  appa- 
renlly  destroyed  his  own  influence  and  put  a  pe 
nod  to  his  usefulness.  But  even  (he  wrath  anti 
wickedness  and  weakness  of  men  may  be  sub¬ 
servient  of  the  praise  of  God,  and  with  his  bles¬ 
sing,  be  made,  iu  this  place,  an  instrumeot  of 
much  spiritual  good,  by  opening  the  way  for  the 
preaclung  of  the  truth.  There  are  in  this 
town  several  open  and  sincere  believers  in  the 
doctrine  of  Universal  Restoration  to  holiness 
andi  happiness — people  of  respectability  and 
good  repute ;  there  are  also  many  others,  who 
need  only  the  declaration  of  the  ‘  glad  tidings  of 
great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people,*’  to 
bring  them  to  a  public  acknowledgment  of  their 
private  belief.  Why  then  can  you  not  “come 
over” here  “and  helpus.^”  Can  you  not  either 
come,  and  preach  to  us  a  few  .Sabbaths,  or  pro¬ 
cure  for  us  some  talented  servant  of  the  impar- 
Hal  Saviour  ;  who  shall  declare  to  us  that  truth, 
which  maketh  free  from  the  fear  of  an  endless 
kingdom  of  sin  and  misery  ?

CHANGE  OF  PROFESSION. 

How  many  people — professors  of  chnsiianily 
too — ihere  are  in  the  world,  who  can  assign  no 
better  reason  for  the  system  oftaitb  they  adopt  k 
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tB«  proression  they  make,  than  that  lbeiry<UAe> 
thus  believed  and  thus  profeitsed !  These  people 
do  not  give  themselves  the  trouble — oor  dare 
ibey-^to  examine  the  foundation  of  that  system 
of  doctrines  they  embivee,  lest  the  examination 
should  result  in  their  conviction  of  its  falsehood 
and  their  adoption  of  some  other  and  different 
system  from  that  which  they  now  profess  to  be- 
live,  and  in  which  they  were  educated  from 
their  early  childhood.  These  people — whose 
religion  is  merely  traditionary — not  only  deprive 
themselves  of  the  means  of  information  concern* 
iog  the  views  of  others,  but  render  themselves 
totally  incapable  of  defending  their  own  faith 
when  attacked  by  an  opponent.  Their  fear  of 
innovation  upon  the  principles  of  their  ances¬ 
tors,  has  n  natural  tendency  to  cramp  their  ce> 
uins,  and  must  of  necessity  greatly  enervate  the 
native  faculties  of  their  minds.  They  take  their 
religion  upon  trust ;  and  they  dare  not  open  the 
sachel  in  which  it  was  enclosed  and  handed  to 
them  by  their  fathers,  lest  as  many  evils  should 
be  at  once  let  loose  upon  them,  as  flew  from 
Pandora’s  fabled  b  )X,  without  leaving  them  so 
desirable  a  legacy  as  was  left  in  that — Hope  at 
the  bottom.  j 

Not  long  since  we  were  in  conversation  with  j 
a  pious  matron,  a  flue  old  lady  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  order ;  and  after  we  bad  spoken  for  a  few 
minutes  of  the  boundless  goodness  and  impartial 
grace  of  God,  the  old  lady  spoke  as  follows, 
“Well  Mr.  S.  your  doctriue  may  bo  true;  but 
I  should  be  afraid  of  bearing  it  preached  ;  and  I 
have  told  all  my  boys”  (she  had  several  sons, 
but  they  bad  all  arrived  at  *he  age  of  manhood) 
“to  be  careful  and  keep  away  from  your  meet¬ 
ings — they  were  brought  up  to  attend  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church,  and  I  dont  like  to  Lave  them 
running  off  to  other  meetings  to  hear  other  de¬ 
nominations  preach — It  is  a  good  thing  to  be 
steady  and  established  in  one’s  mind.”  “Yes, 
madam,  it  is  a  good  thing  to  be  established  in 
one’s  mind  :  but  it  is  important  that  we  should 
bo  established  in  the  truth.  Are  you  sure  that 
.your  faith  is  correct,  that  your  doctrine  is  the 
true  doctrine  of  the  Bible “Ab,  that  is  not 
of  so  much  importance — for  even  if  our  doctrine 
is  not  true,  it  is  better  my  boys  should  continue 
/in  the  belief  of  it,  than  to  be  cimnging  their 
principles.’’ 

Soon  after  the  above  conversation,  we  beard 
that  this  pious  dame  remarked,  that  she  realty 
»tnved  to  hear  Mr.  S.  talk — he  seemed  so  sincere, 
so  much  engaged,  and,  withal,  so  happy  in  his 
belief ;  but  she  felt  afraid  to  have  him  call,  or  to 
hear  him  converse  on  the  subject,  lesl  she  should 
he  led  to  embrace  hU  sentiments. 

Thus  it  is  with  these  people — for  many  instan¬ 
ces  could  be  named  similar  to  the  above — they 
are  afraid  to  examine  their  own  sentiments,  lest 
<hey  should  be  led  to  abandou  them  ;  afraid  to 
hear  the  sentiments  of  others,  lest  they  should 
labrace  thenj.  With  them  all  improvement 


-•nd  search  after  truth,  is  at  an  end.  A  change 
of  opinion,  even  if  it  be  an  error  for  a  truth,  is 
thought  to  be  dishonorable.  Had  Luther  and 
the  early  reformers  acted  upon  this  principle, 
they  would  have  continued  in  Papal  bondage 
and  darkness  to  the  day  of  their  death,  and  we 
might  now  have  beea  saying  mass,  worshipping 
the  host,  or  kissing  the  great  toe  of  his  Holi¬ 
ness  the  Pope.  But  in  this  country,  the  boasttd 
land  of  freedom, wberethe  people  are  Protestants 
by  profession,  how  many  there  are  kept  “m  du¬ 
rance  vile”  by  the  fetters  of  tradition,  which  are 
equally  as  hostile  to  true  liberty,  as  the  reign  of 
the  Papal  Sec! 

When  Will  people  learn  that  it  is  more  honor¬ 
able  to  abandon  crior — though  it  may  be  anci¬ 
ent — than  to  adhere  to  it  I  more  advantageous 
to  embrace  tlie  truth,  than  to  remain  iguoraut 
of  it,  merely  hecaasn  our  fathers  knew  it  nut.’ 

I  When  will  they  learn  to  comply  with  the  apos¬ 
tolic  injunctions,  “Prove  all  tomgs,  hold  fast 
that  which  isgood  ’‘Be  ready  always  to  give 
ail  answer  to  every  man  that  asketti  you  a  rea¬ 
son  of  the  hope  that  is  in  you,  with  meekness 
and  fear:”  and  with  the  requisition  of  God, 
“Come  now  and  let  us  reason  logellu  r  saitn  the 
Lord.’”  Wheo  will  tiiey  learn  that  truth  has  no 
thiog  to  fear  from  investigation  ;  and  that  uotb- 
u.gbut  truth  can  bp  beneficial  to  us  to  believe’ 
In  short,  wheu  will  sons  learn  that  they  need  not 
carry  a  stone  to  mill,  in  one  end  of  their  bag,  to 
balance  Ihe  grain  lu  tlie  other,  merely  because 
their  fathers  knew  no  bepei .’

RELIGIOUS  FREEDOM. 

As  the  question  of  religious  freedom  has, 
within  the  past  year,  undergone  considera¬ 
ble  discussion  in  our  own  state,  and  was 
brought  before  the  last  legislature,  we  feel 
a  pleasure  in  copying  the  subjoined  resolu¬ 
tions  on  that  subject,  reported  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  for  amending  the  constitution  of 
Virginia.  The  first  extract  was  adopted 
and  reported  by  the  committee  on  the  Bill 
of  Rights — the  second  extract  is  from  the 
report  of  the  legislative  committee.  It  is 
a  gratification  to  witness  this  liberality  of 
sentiment  among  the  illustrious  statesmen 
of  Virginia,  and  we  trust  the  time  is  not 
far  distant,  when  similar  doctrines  will  be 
recognized  in  Connecticut.  In  justice  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  our  state 
legislature,  we  would  remark,  that  tliey 
declared  by  a  majoritv  of  about  two  to  one 
that  a  law  like  this  should  be  established 
ill  Connecticut,  but  their  intentions  were 
defeated  by  a  narrow  minded  senate 

Extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Bill  of  Rights  to  the  Virginia 
Convention. 

Resolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee,  that  the  Constitution  ought  to  be  so 
amended  as  to  provide,  “that  no  man  shall 
be  compelled  to  frequent  or  support  any 
religious  worship,  place  or  ministry  what¬ 
soever,  nor  shall  be  enforced,  restrained, 
molested,  or  burthened  in  his  fiody  or 
goods,  nor  shall  otherwise  suffer  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  religious  opinions,  or  belief; 
but  that  all  men.  shall  be  free  to  profess, 
and  by  argument  to  maintain  their  opinion, 
in  matters  of  religion  ;  aud  that  the  same 
shall  in  no  wise,  diminish,  enlarge  or  ail'cet 
their  civil  capacities.” 

Extract  from  the  Report  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  Virginia  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Resolved.,  That  no  man  sliall  be  compel¬ 
led  to  frequent,  or  support,  any  religious 
worship,  place,  or  ministry,  whatsoever, 
nor  shall  be  enforced,  restrained,  molest¬ 
ed,  or  burdened,  in  his  body  or  goods,  nor 
shall  otherwise  suffer  on  account  of  his  re¬ 
ligious  opinions  or  belief ;  but  that  all  men 
shall  be  free  to  profess,  and  by  argument 
to  maintain  their  opinions  in  matters  of  re¬ 
ligion,  and  that  the  same  shall  in  no  wise 
diminish,  enlarge,  or  affect  their  civil  ca¬ 
pacities. 
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That  the  Legislature  shall  have  no  povv 
er  to  prescribe  any  religious  test  whatever; 
nor  to  establish  by  law  any  subordination 
or  preference  between  different  sects  or 
denominations,  nor  confer  any  peculiar 
privileges  or  advatages  on  any  one  sect  or 
denomination  over  others  ; — nor  pass  any 
law  requiring,  or  authorizing,  any  religious  j 
society,  or  the  people  of  any  district  with 
in  this  commonwealth,  to  levy  on  them¬ 
selves,  or  others,  any  tax,  for  the  erection 
or  repair  of  any  house  for  public  worship, 
or  the  support  of  any  church,  or  ministry  ; 
but  that  it  be  left  free  to  every  person  to 
select  whom  he  pleases  as  his  religious  in¬ 
structor  ;  and  to  make  for  his  supjKirt  such 
private  contract  as  he  pleases. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing! 
clauses  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  per- 1 
mit  any  minister  of  the  Gospel  or  priest  of 
any  denomination,  to  be  eligible  to  either 
house  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  capa¬ 
ble  of  holding  any  military  office  within 
this  state. — Hartford  Times.

The  orthodox  have  no  bounds  to  their 
demands  on  the  benevolence  of  the  public 
or  of  individuals.  W  hen  they  have  wrest¬ 
ed  the  last  shilling  from  the  hand  of  the 
poor,  instead-  of  taking  shame  to  them¬ 
selves  in  view  of  their  conduct,  they  real¬ 
ly  seem  to  think  they  have  done  a  inehto 
rious  act  and  lose  no  time  in  publishing  it 
to  the  world  as  something  greatly  to  their 
credit  At  the  late  meeting  of  the  N.  H. 
Missionary  Society,  Mr.  Storrs  told  a  sto¬ 
ry  about  getting  the  last  cheese  from  a 
mountain  farmer  who  lived  in  a  log  house, 
which  the  Vermont  chronicle,  and  N.  H. 
Observer,  Have  published  as  something 
wonderfully  excellent.  It  is  in  substance 
as  follows.  A  Missionary  Agent  was  di¬ 
rected  by  the  minister  of  a  certain  town, 
on  whom  he  had  called  for  the  necessary 
information  to  enable  him  to  get  money 
from  the  people,  to  call  on  an  old  man  who 
lived  on  the  top  of  a  neighboring  moun¬ 
tain.  Hoping  to  get  something  out  of  the 
poor  man,  ‘Uhe  agent  toiled  up  the  steep 
ascent,  and  approached  his  dwelling.  It 
was  built  of  logs,  and  the  door  was  open 
ed  by  a  leather  string.’*  It  appears  that 
the  old  man  was  flattered  by  the  visit,  and 
probably  wii^iiug  to  be  considered  a  very 
devoted  Christian,  told  the  Missionry,  in 
the  cant  language  of  the  day,  that  he  con¬ 
sidered  all  he  raised  on  his  farm  as  the 
Lord’s,  that  he  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to 


withhold  it  from  Him  when  his  min'nters 
called  for  it,  that  he  had  given  the  Missi- 
onaries  all  that  he  had  raised  this  year, 
having  nothing  left  but  his  cheese. 
may  be  worth  twenty-five  dollars.”  The 
Missionary  greedily  seized  the  cheese  and 
clambered  down  the  mountain  with  it, 
congratulating  himself  on  the  good  luck  he 
had,  and  considering  himself  well  repaid 
for  his  fatigue.  This  disgi  aceful  story 
was  told  and  publisheit  in  order  to  encour¬ 
age  other  poor  men  to  give  all  they  raise 
to  the  Missionaries.  H  repeat  the  story 
to  caution  all  honest  farmers  against  a  set 
of  people  who  have  no  limits  to  their  de¬ 
mands,  and  who  are  determined  to  take 
the  last  cent  they  can  wrench  from  poor 
and  hard  labouring  people,  to  support  them 
in  their  idleness  and  extravagance.
